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PRICE SIX CENTS 
Billion Dollar Tax Slash Takes 
Effect Today; Brings Headaches

WASHINGTON UP) — A billion- 
dollar federal sales tax cut went 
into effect today, with indications 
it m ay be a huge headache to the 
public, businessm en and govern­ 
m ent. 
It is a headache that will be 
borne happily. 
Businessm en have long said ex­ 
cise tax rates w ere holding back 
sales. The public has groused at 
paying a 20 per cent tax on lug­ 
gage. jew elry, furs, cam eras, elec­ 
tric lights and theater adm issions. 
Stimulant To Business 
President Eisenhower, although 
his adm inistration opposed the tax 
cuts, said W ednesday he was sign­ 
ing the bill wholeheartedly, reg ard ­ 
ing it as a business stim ulant. 
The new rates, on hundreds of 
item s, are effective on sales m ade 
today or hereafter. The adm inis­ 
tration calculates it will lose 999 
million dollars revenue by the re­ 
ductions. 
in 
a 
full 
year. 
That 
m eans 999 million dollars not spent 
on taxes that can be spent other­ 
wise by business and consum ers. 
Another governm ent action, tak­ 
en by S ecretary of A griculture Ben­ 
son and reducing the level of price 
supports for dairy products, also 
will m ean consum er savings sta rt­ 
ing today. B utter prices are expect­ 
ed to go down an average of about 
IO cents; cheese prices som ewhat 
less. Some stores said they would j 
offer butter at 59 cents, but a 65- 
70 cent average was foreseen.

The technical staff of revenue 
service headquarters has com e up 
with these guidelines. 
1. The tax is at the retail level 
on luggage, jew elry, furs and cos­ 
m etics' and has been passed direct­ 
ly to the buyer. The tax went down 
from 20 to IO per cent and should 
be fully reflected. On installm ent 
purchases, it depends chiefly on 
the sales contract as to w hether 
the buyer gets a refund. 
May Get Refunds 
2. Levied on the m anufacturer is 
the IO per cent rate (down from 20) 
on cam eras and film and electric 
bulbs, the 5 per cent rate (down 


from IO) on refrigerators, stoves, 
freezers and other gas and elec­ 
tric appliances, and the IO per cent 
rate (down from 15) on sporting 
goods, m echanical pens and pencils 
and lighters. M anufacturers m ay 
get refunds if they ^supply evidence 
that rebates have been given to 
sellers. Consum ers would get re­ 
funds to the extent m erchants cut 
prices after getting refunds. Most 
appliance m akers have said the 
tax cuts will be fully reflected in 
lower prices. 
3. On 
adm issions, 
t h e 
rates 
changed generally from I cent tax 
for each 5 cents of ticket price to 
I cent for each IO cents. This in­ 
cludes season tickets, and the new 
rate applies to all events scheduled 
today or after. The ticket seller 
can get a refund upon proof he 
has m ade a refund to the purchas­ 
er. 
4. The tax on passenger fares on 
trains planes and busses dropped 
from 15 to IO per cent. G enerally, 
the cut is effective for transporta­ 
tion beginning today or hereafter. 
Thus, no refund would be called 
for on the unused half of a round- 
trip ticket. But for a cruise sta rt­

Ten Lives Taken 
By School Blaze 
In Buffalo Suburb 


CHEEKTOWAGA. N. Y. UPI — 
Three investigations were opened 
today into a fire that snuffed out 
the lives of IO sixth grade pupils 
and destroyed the fram e annex of 
an elem entary school in this heav­ 
ily-populated Buffalo suburb. 
The fire, which flashed through 
the 100-foot-long building just b e -1 
fete the noon recess W ednesday, 
caused injury to 23 other persons, 
including four 11-year-olds whose 
burns were considered critical. 
The dead included six girls and 
four boys, all sixth graders. Their 
charred bt>dies were found against 
w hat was left of a window wall. 
A few feet away wer’e a doorway 
and broken windows—avenues of 
escape the youngsters never found. 
N ineteen other pupils, three teach­ 
ers and the principal of the school 
were hospitalized with burns or in­ 
juries. Two of the 31 pupils in the 
building escaped uninjured.

WASHINGTON UP — The United 
States planned to consult promptly 
today with B ritain and F rance on 
its stern rejection of R ussia’s sur­ 
prising bid for a hand in control 
of W estern defenses through a new 
“ security” system . 
For its p art, W ashington turned 
down the Soviet m aneuver Wednes­ 
day night as a bormg-from-within 
trick “ to gain adm ittance within 
the walls of the West, to under­ 
mine its security.” 
Moscow offered to consider join­ 
ing the North A tlantic T reaty Or­ 
ganization if the W estern Powers 
would (A) join a Russian-sponsored 
European security plan from which 
G erm any would be barred and (fit 
scrap plans for a European De­ 
fense Com m unity in which Ger­ 
m an troops 
would 
be rearmed. 
French Study Note 
A French Foreign Office spokes­ 
man said the *note would require 
careful study “ as it represents a 
considerable modification” of pro­ 
posals on the sam e subject which 
the Soviets had put forth at the 
Berlin

February. 
In W ashington, meanwhile. Sec­ 
retary of States Dulles and his top 
adviders wound up a quick study of 
the Russian m essage with a state­

Everybody Likes Fish To

Nearly everybody likes to eat 
fish, it appears, including even the 
fish themselves.

The otter, generally cussed and 
discussed with disgust by human 
anglers as being the most out­ 
rageous trout consumer, hold^ only 
a shaky fifth position with a diet 
containing 62 per cent of 
fish. 
Most of his fish, too, are forage 
types, while about 20 percent are 
game fish. 
Although all the predators are

February, 1954, was milder by 
one and one-half degrees than the 
March that followed it, according 
to a checkup of therm om eter read­

normal,

average daily tem perature of 26.2. 
The February average was 27.7. 
The highest tem perature during J 
March came on the 25th when 47 
degrees were recorded. This spell [ 
of mild weather was ‘short lived, 
how ever. and below’ freezing aver­ 
ages have b e n the mile. The cold­ 
est day was March 6 with a tem ­ 
perature of 4 degrees above. 
Precipitation was also well 
be­ 
low’ normal with 1.78 inches 
re ­ 
corded. This is .8 of an inch less 
than the 
normal 
amount, 
says 
Decker. 
Decker states also

were 15 per cent more heating re­ 
quirem ents in March than in Feb­ 
ruary.

Today’s the day to beware of salt in the 
sugar bowl, purses with strings 
attached 
and admonitions to “fetch me the

handed monkey wrench.” For today, 
as

glance at the calendar will confirm, is Hie 
occasion beloved of prankish 
youngsters, 
April Fool’s Day. 
Interestingly enough, there seem to be 
almost as many theories about the origin 
of April Fool’s Day as there are pranks to 
bt played. In India, March 31 is celebrated 
as the last day of their Holi festival wel­ 
coming spring and, traditionally, it is the 
day when gullible Hindus are sent on fool’s 
et rands. 
Perhaps the soundest theory’ of the origin 
of the day in the Western world traces it 


have nothing to do with H-bombs and A- 
bombs. 
The problem of war is brilliantly discuss­ 
ed by Raymond Aion, leading French com­ 
mentator, in his ne^v 
book 
called 
“The 
Century of Total War.” 
Aion points out convincingly 
that 
the 
kind of total wars we have been fighting in 
this century are so colossal in their impact 
upon modem society that, once launched 
they become practically ungovernable. 
Because they arc so all-embracing, they 
acquire a momentum all their own. 
Age- 
old habits of living are smashed 
forever. 
Social institutions go down. Human roots 
are torn up. and people moved about like 
pawns. The government intrudes upon life 
as never before, and from 
some 
of 
the 
places it enters it does not later retreat. 
Some, or all, of the causes of a war can 
be lost sight of before it is finished. Aims 
announced at the start are 
forgotten 
or 
modified. Nev/ ones develop. 
Propaganda 
slogans help to give the war a specific en­ 
tity, almost without relation to what went 
before and what is to come after. 
Men concentrate on the war and give lit­ 
tle thought to the peace they are presumed 
to be fighting it for. 
Not all this is bad, 
of course. 
Habit- 
smashing can be a good thing. Old ways are 
sometimes like barnacles. War brings great 
technical advances, widens the 
industrial 
base, even lifts the standard of living for 
many noncombatants (especially in a coun­ 
try protected against attack, as was 
the 
United States the last time). 
But the trouble is that war is not a selec­ 
tive device for breaking outmoded habits. 
It 
trundles 
ahead 
like 
a 
steamroller, 
smashing everything in its path. 
It may sound trite to say, as Aeon does, 
that war is unpredictable. He means, how­ 
ever, a far deeper thing than simply that you 
cannot tell who will win. He means that no 
one can have any sure idea what sort of 
Inc, what sort of world will emerge when 
it is over. 
So far we of the free world have been 
lucky. Not only have we won 
oui 
great 
wars, but we have managed to come off 
without fatal harm to our free system and 
its supinating resources. 
Yet, even if we could consign nucleal 
weapons to oblivion tomorrow, we might 
not be so fortunate in a future war.

Lie public will get its first glimpse of a hy­ 
drogen explosion. However, this column is 
abit to give a word preview of the horrible 
holocaust, which must be seen in techni­ 
color to be fully appreciated. 
Wha; the public will see is a tremendous 
fireball, filling the horizon with flame and 
moke. This was the world’s first hydrogen 
blast, the one that plunged a rocky atoll 
175 feet down through the ocean floor on 
Nov. I, 1952. Yet it was a mere firecracker 
compared to the latest hydrogen explosion 
exactly one month ago today. 
The public will be shown Hie 
feverish 
preparations for the first H-blast. 
They 
will Ste a black, two-storv structure atop 
a lonely atoll This was known as the H- 
i.ouse, which housed the hydrogen device. 
Then the cameras will show a 
control 
ship about IO miles out to sea from 
the 
archipelago, about 35 miles from the fate­ 
ful atoll. The public wall watch w’hile the 
control switches are pulled. 
The horizon flames up, and a monstrous 
fireball taker* hape. The announcer 
ex­ 
plains that the fireball, alone, is three miles 
in diameter, though it is only the red eye­ 
ball of the blast. It is then 
superimposed 
over New York City, showing 
how 
the 
center of 
Manhattan 
from 
Washington 
Square to Central Park would be turned 
into a fi er y furnace, and the rest of 'he 
city would be devastated by 
shock 
and 
heat waves. 
POISONOUS GEYSER 
The fireball finally erupts into a geyser 
of smoke 25 miles high 
and 
forms 
the 
familiar mushroom. Some scientists have 
suggested that it ought to be called a toad­ 
stool cloud, because it is deadly poisonous. 
Most teal Itll result of a hydrogen explo­ 
sion, scientists say, ic what 
they 
call 
a 
heavy “falling off.” This means the shower 
of radioactive ash that rains down over the 
area. In an atomic explosion, the 
radioac­ 
tive residue is scattered in a fine 
spray j 
that has a tendency to stay up in the 
at- j 
mosphere until it dissipates. A 
hydrogen 1 
blast, however, not only throws the radio­ 
active poison over a wader area, but 
the 
particles are heavier and fall 
as 
literal 
fire-drops from the sky, searing whatever 
they touch. 
As the final scene of the 28-minute hy­ 
drogen film, the camera returns to the site 
of the grim, black H-house. The atoll on 
which it once stood has diappeared, 
and 
the audience is told all that remains is a 
175-foot hole in the ocean bottom. The an­ 
nouncer's voice describes the hole as large 
enough to swallow up 18 Pentagon build­ 
ings. 
This sobering film was cleared 
by 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission six months ago. 
President Eisenhower, himself, 
approved 
Qf its release to the public. But the Army 
and Navy raised such a clamor that 
the 
President changed his mind and kept 
it 
classified. The generals and admirals didn’t 
want it released before their appropriation 
hearings, for fear some congressmen might 
get the idea that the H-bomb had outmod­ 
ed massive land armies and 
navy 
task 
forces. At the prodding of civil defense boss 
Val Peterson, however, the President fin­ 
ally overruled the Army and Navy. 
What makes the film shocking, however. 
is the fact that it shows only a baby 
H- 
bcmb. The March I blast was four to five 
times more powerful with a fireball larger 
than the entire area of destruction at Hiro­ 
shima and Nagasaki.

Nature's Repair Technique 


Needs Lona Convalescence 
Long

f ew of us go through life 
without

tome time encountering a serious illness 
jr a major operation. If the 
disease

oi a ration has been severe or long-lasting 
good health does not return at once, even 
when the symptoms have all gone. Robust 
\ igor and pep may take a long time before 
coming back. 
The period of time between the end ol 
the active symptoms of a disease and the 
recovery OI good health is called convales­ 
cence. People are often somewhat discour­ 
aged when convalescence seems to drag on 
so long. Yet convalescence from a disease 
or an operation is an important part of the 
Pleine and 
requires 
understanding 
and 
good medical care.

An unusual amount ot rest is almost al­ 
ways necessary. At first much rest in bed 
with only short periods up and about 
is 
generally requited. The person who tries 
to do too much too soon may suffer a re- 
lap.se which delays the return of perfect 
health. The motto for convalescence should 
be, “Do everything gradually.” 
At first a short period out of bed 
in a 
chan is in order. The periods out of bed 
can be gradually extended to other rooms, 
outer Boors, and the outside 
world.

amount of fatigue shown after the periods 
of being up is a good sign as to whether 
activity has been of the right degree. 


In addition to gradually increasing 
the 
activity, plenty of sleep aud soft but sub­ 
stantial foods are desirable. Most convales­ 
cents require frequent small meals rather 
than a few large ones. 
Of course, the inclusion of special foods 
at this time depends on the disease or oper­ 
ation experienced arid must be individually 
prescribed. The principle of small frequent 
feedings of easily digestible food is almost 
always the same, however, regardless 
of 
the type ol illness suffered.

Relaxation and realization ol 
the 
fact 
that convalescence may be slow is an im­ 
portant factor. Many people are impatient 
to get well and tend to take chances too 
soon. The gradual 
increase 
of 
activity, 
proper diet and resumption of normal lite 
is the best guarantee that 
convalescence 
will progress a^ rapidly as can reasonably 
be expected. The care used during 
this 
period has a great deal to do with eventual 
complete recovery. Nature does not permit 
hurried convalescence.

the year” in France is a frail 44- 
year-old priest who galvanized the 
public by organizing his “insurrec­ 
tion of charity” in the bitter cold 
spell which sw’ept the country this 
wanter.

Heb. 12:7-11 (M offatt) 
GOD DIGS AROUND US 
When the owner planted a fig tree and came three years seeking 
fruit but found none, he said to the vinedresser: “Cut it down, why 
should it take up space?” But the vinedresser replied: “Leave it for 
this year, sir, till I dig around it and put in manure. Then it may 
bear fruit next year. If not, you can have it cut down” (Luke 13:6-9, 
Moffatt). Today we meditate upon: “I dig around it.” 
If, in our barrenness of soul, we feel proddings of conscience and 
unhappiness and upsetness of spirit, then that means God is digging 
around us. His diggings are not just to give a “dig” as punishment, 
out they are constructive diggings to make us fruitful. 
Just as physical pain is nature puffing up a red flag and saying, 
“There is something wrong here—attend to it,” so spiritual pain is 
that same red flag going up. It is God saying, “There is danger of 
death here. Attend to it.” God’s prods are all redemptive, never just 
Dunitive. 
When Jesus turned and looked at Peter, whose hot wol ds of 
denial were still warm upon his lips. He did not look at Him to pun­ 
ish him: His look was redemptive. Peter felt this and “w ent out and 
wept bitterly.” Then after Jesuc* resurrection He asked Peter three 
times, “Lovest thou Me more than these?” Peter had haughtily said 
that though all of these would deny Him. he would never do it. Now 
Jesus asked him three times. “Do you love Me more than these?” 
It xvas a “dig.” Three times Peter had denied Him, and now’ three 
times he compelled himself to say he loved Him—not “more than 
these,” but he did love Him. It was a redemptive prod to correct his 
self-righteousness. 
Once again Jesus used the “three times”—the sheet was let down 
three tim es” as Peter was upon the housetop praying (Acts l fC16). 
Peter was religiously arrogant in regard to Gentiles. The letting down 
'he sheet three times was God’s attem pt to broaden his soul to take 
n Gentiles. It was a gentle rem inder again of his three-tim es de- 
iial. The prod was a prod into the Kingdom.

April May Bring More 
Clues To Prosperity 


HOUSTON (ZP)— April promises 
to give more dues to the course 
of business—jobs, take-hom e pay, 
retail sales, production, building 
—than did March. 
The big debate still goes on to­ 
day 
after 
March’s 
inconclusive 
performance: 
Even in Texas, where confidence 
in its future is almost universal, 
there are doubts that spring will 
see the end of the recession. 
Dr. W atrous H. Irons, president 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Dallas, foresees the decline con­ 
tinuing for a few months more, 
but w ith no sharp drop ahead. 
Reports Mixed 
The business research bureau at 
Austin, however, says “It’s rapidly 
becoming clear that the level of 
business activity for the nation is 
showing a serious decline” 
and 
warns Texans against hope that 
“any serious decline in the U. S. 
economy would not be felt in this 
area.” 
On the national scene, April bows 
in to the tune of both good and 
bad reports and predictions. 
President Eisenhower 
sees 
no 
need yet for slam-bang anti-re­ 
cession measures. Treasury Secre­ 


tary Humphrey thinks May will 
be time enough to decide if a real 
business drop is threatening. Com­ 
merce Secretary Weeks looks for 
lower excise tax rates to stim u­ 
late business sometime this month. 
Pui chasing agents for m anufac­ 
turers are betting on more busi­ 
ness activity in the three-m onth 
period just starting. 
Settling From Peak 
The 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board, 
however, tells businessmen that 
consumers say they plan to buy 
fewer cars, houses, furniture and 
appliances this year than last. The 
total of personal incomes is dowrn 
a little from the peak. 
That other big prop of prosperi­ 
ty—spending by business—may be 
off about one billion dollars this 
year, according to the Commerce 
Department and the Securities & 
Exchange Commission. 
Even so, 
spending for plants and equipm ent 


is expected to top a .spanking 27 
billion. 
The three or four million out of 
work are bitterly affected by the I 
business dip, and resent the word 
adjustm ent. 
But most places you find that I 
many folk, perhaps the majority, j 
believe the economy is only set­ 
tling back from a booming peak 
to a lower but still mighty high 
level.
